Honor  Council  committeeman  counters  accusations  with  facts  about  approved  procedure 


Published  below  is  the  Honor 
Code  of  BYU,  adopted  by  student 
vote  during  Spring  Quarter,  1949. 
In  it  is  embodied  a basic  philos- 
ophy of  honor  formulated  through 
diligent  work  by  a conscientious, 
representative  group  of  BYU  stud- 
ents and  faculty  members. 

It  is  an  attempt  to  crystalize  stu- 
dent ideals.  It  is  a benevolent  sys- 


tem, adopted  through  strictly  con- 
stitutional channels,  based  upon  the 
principles  of  self  respect  and  self 
government. 

It  is  not  an  attempt  to  create  a 
“better  proctering  system.”  Rather 
it  appeals  to  group  pressure  from 
within  the  student  body  for  its  en- 
forcement. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  stud- 
ent body  become  familiar  with  this 


Honor  Code,  and  then  present  con- 
structive criticism. 

We,  the  students  of  Brigham  Young 


U1UVI.I91.J,  111  w.uv.  — — ...  a 

general  adherence  to  our  ideals  and 
standards  of  personal  integrity  and  soc- 
ial responsibility,  do  establish  the  fol- 
lowing Honor  Code: 

We  take  for  granted  that  enrollment 
in  this  university  assumes  acceptance 
by  the  individual  of  the  moral  ideas 
and  standards  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints.  We  believe 
these  basic  ideals  and  standards  include 
concern  for  the  welfare  of  the  group, 


observance  of  moral  laws,  and  com- 
pliance with  the  Word  of  Wisdom. 

We  feel  it  an  obligation  to  respect  the 
personal  rights  of  others  in  our  use  of 
the  university  facilities,  in  our  partic- 
ipation in  school  activities,  and  in  all 
our  personal  relationships  with  one  an- 
other. 

We  believe  that  the  property  rights 
of  others  are  sacred  and  should  not  be 
violated.  Since  we  all  share  in  the  use 
of  university  grounds  and  facilities,  we 
feel  it  is  our  own  responsibility  to  res- 
pect and  preserve  them. 

We  believe  a high  sense  of  personal 


honor  and  integrity  is  impera^ 
honesty  must  prevail  in  all 
work;  that  our  lives  can  be 
only  to  the  extent  that  our 
achievement  is  the  result  of 
effort.

Dear  Editor, 


Thoroughly  disheartened,  but  still 
faithful,  I take  this  opportunity  to 
answer,  or  at  least  question,  the 
■charges  leveled  at  the  Honor  Sys- 
tem in  the  Nov.  29  Universe  under 
the  title  “Student  scores  Honor 
:System  . . ” I say  “disheartened” 
because  I feel  that  the  opinions  ex- 
pressed are  typical  of  the  compara- 
tive ignorance  of  students  in  general 
regarding  the  honor  system.  The 
unceasing  efforts  of  the  Honor  Com- 
mittee and  Honor  Council  members, 
it  would  seem,  have  bom  little  or 
.no  fruit  if  the  remarks  expressed 
in  Tuesday’s  article  are  true  rep- 
resentation of  student  body  opinion. 
I have  great  cause  to  be  dishearten- 
ed. 

At  best,  I can  appreciate  Tues- 
day’s article  only  as  a masterpiece 
of  misinformation  and  pseudo-phil- 
osophy. The  writer  infers  that  he  is 
familiar  with  the  System,  and  yet 
his  own  statements  contradict  him. 


First  of  all,  the  statment  that 
“‘only  one  day  before  voting  the 
Code  was  changed  to  include  provis- 
ion for  an  Honor  Council  with  no 
■explanation  as  to  the  Council’s  job 
or  powers”  is  grossly  incorrect.  It 
simply  is  not  so.  From  its  earliest 
■conception,  either  on  this  campus 
or  any  of  the  other  several  campus- 
es where  it  has  been  evaluated  and 
adopted,  the  Honor  System  has  pro- 
vided tpr  a Council  with  specific, 
•delegated  powers  and  authority  to 
and  enforce  the  stand- 
ards and  more* 
or  Code. 


addition  to  the  Code  as  the  read- 
er of  Tuesday’s  comments  is  infor- 
med. Thus  the  argument  that  the 
Code  could  be  declared  unconstit- 
utional is  rendered  nugatory. 

Secondly,  the  inference  that  the 
student  body  election  and  voting 
concerning  the  System  was  not  on- 
ly unfair,  but  also  an  insult  to  the 
democratic  process  can  be  consider- 
as  Charge  No.  1 — a bad  piece  of 
misinformation.  The  fact  of  the  mat- 
ter is  that  the  PROCEDURE  section 
of  the  Honor  System  had  not  yet 
been  approved  by  the  faculty  when 
the  CODE  was  voted  upon  by  the 
student  body  and,  therefore,  was 
not  completed  in  its  present  form. 
When  the  CODE  became  an  amend- 
ment to  the  ASBYU  constitution, 
the  PROCEDURE  and  the  task  of 
organizing  the  Honor  Council  be- 
came the  responsibility  of  the  leg- 
islative council.

“Why  did  you  choose  Brigham 
Young  University”  we  get  an  ink- 
ling of  what  that  “something” 
might  be.

Tuesday’s  article  has  stated,  “If 
this  is  the  way  that  our  school  is  to 
be  run  then  let’s  make  that  plain 
and  quit  making  a farce  of  demo- 
cratic process.”  If,  in  view  of  these 
facts,  the  inference  is  that  the  leg- 
islative council  is  incapable  of  their 
responsibility,  then  we  may  indeed 
ask  “wherein  lie  the  fruits  of  rep- 
resentative democracy  ? ” 


1 nrecepts  of  the  Hon- 


The  Brigham  Young  -university 
has  not  fallen  from  partnership  with 
the  other  universities  in  this  re- 
spect. The  Honor  Council  was  pro- 
vided for  from  the  beginning  and 
was  not  a last  minute  “do-or-die” 


Lastly,  those  who  believe  the 
Honor  System,  or  PROCEDURE,  to 
be  founded  upon  the  doctrine  of 
force  have  missed  the  point  com- 
pletely. It  certainly  does  not  ad- 
vocate nor  promote  government 
regimentation  to  direct  and  report 
offenders.  Rather,  it  emphasizes 
the  fundamental  belief  that  class- 
‘«om  and  property  rights  of  all  in- 
dividutds  are  sacred  and  must  be 
protected.  Those  who  violate  the 
ideals  and  standards  of  this  uni- 


versity are  not  worthy  of  the  uni- 
versity and  must  be  prevented  from 
further  hindering  and  undermining 
the  opportunities  of  others.  This  is 
nothing  more  than  unadulterated 
common  sense.  The  Honor  Pro- 
cedure, with  its  justice  and  fairness, 
is  the  logical  fulfillment  of  this  need. 


The  Honor  System  is  not  a great 
step  in  the  wrong  direction  as  has 
been  stated.  Rather  it  is  the  only 
step  in  the  right  direction!  This  is 
my  personal  conviction  and  these 
stated  opinions  are  my  own.  Hav- 
ing served  as  a member  of  both  the 
past  Honor  Committee  and  the  pres- 
ent Honor  Council,  I believe  I am 
qualified  and  capable  to  discuss 
this  vital  matter.  As  ever,  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  encourage  and 
desire  student  interest,  participa- 
tion, and  constructive  criticism,  but 
challenge  with  righteous  indignation 
any  statement  or  ideology  which 
questions  and  degrades  the  infinite 
worthwhile  achievements  possible 
through  the  adoption  and  enforce- 
ment of  the  Honor  System.

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National  Sports

(Due  to  circumstances  beyond  anyone’s  control  today’s  national 
sports  column  was  written  by  yours  truly — but  don’t  fret,  it  isn  t 
a permanent  arrangement.  It  seems  that  the  very  able  Mr. 
“Mud”  Clay  was  taken  down  with  a bit  of  a cold,  incapacitating 
him  for  a brief  period.  So, 'while  Mud  looks  helplessly  on,  I will 
carry  on,  with  this  plea— “proofreader,  spare  that  pencil.”) 
******** 

Impartial— and  I emphasize  that  word— observers  of  big  time  base- 
ball should  be  quite  pleased  with  this  year’s  selections  of  the  major 
league’s  two  most  valuable  players.  The  National  league  recipient  was 
first  to  be  named,  the  honor  going  to  Jackie  Robinson,  star  Negro  second 
baseman  of  the  Brooklin  Dodgers.  That  Robinson  was  chosen  for  the' 
award  was  no  surprise;  it  was  a foregone  conclusion  that  Jackie,  with 
his  .342  batting  average  and  all-around  brilliance,  did  more  for  his  team 
than  any  other  player  did  for  his  respective  team.  , 

It  was,  however,  the  naming  of  Ted  Williams  as  the  American  league  s 
MV.P.  that  especially  pleased  us,  and  here’s  why.  Ted  Williams  came 
up  to  the  Boston  Red  Sox  in  1939  as  a 20-year-old  kid  who  could  really 
bash  that  baseball.  (Since  his  fielding  at  the  time  was  slightly  less  than 
spectacular,  we  won’t  mention  it.)  , 

But  with  Williams  came  a supreme  desire,  and  plenty  ot 
confidence.  The  desire  was  to  become  the  greatest  player  ever 
to  perform  on  any  diamond.  And  the  confidence  was  to  be  his 
stepping  stone  in  that  direction.  Any  person  connected  with 
baseball,  knows  that  confidence  is  a prime  requisite  for  becommg 
a good  hitter.  Williams  had  confidence;  he  became  a GREAT 
hitter.  But  the  story  lies  further  ahead. 

It  seems  to  be  our  human  nature  to  find  fault  with  those,  persons 
more  fortunate  than  us.  Sports  writers  are  not  exempt  from  this  group. 
“The  Kid”  once  made  the  never-to-be-forgotten  remark  “I  wanna  be  a 
fireman”  and  said  statement  was  quickly  jumped  on  by  the  aroused 
sports  scribes  as  utter  disrespect  of  our  national  pastime.  The  news- 
paper men,  rightfully  claiming  Williams  as  public  property,  said  things 
about  him;  Williams,  equally  outspoken,  told  you-know-who  ‘ where  to 
get  off”,  and  the  fight  was  on.  Unfortunately,  it  was  an  uneven  fight— 
with  several  writers  against  him,  Teddy  seldom  saw  a nice  word  written 
about  himself.  . ... 

To  make  a long  story  even  longer,  the  Baseball  Writers  Association 
— the  group  that  annually  selects  the  M.V.P. — held  a grudge.  In  1941 
Ted  batted  a remarkable  .406,  the  first  man  in  his  league  to  reach  the 
.400  mark  since  1923.  Also  in  1941  the  Most  Valuable  Player  award  went 
to  Joe  DiMaggio.  (I  will  add  here  that  Joe  D.  also  had  a very  great  year.) 
In  1942  Ted  won  the  triple  crown,  leading  the  A.  L.  in  batting,  runsrbatted 
-in,  and  homers;  the  M.V.P.  went  to  Joe  Gordon,  New  York  Yankee 
second  baseman. 

Coming  back  to  the  Sox  in  1946  after  serving  in  the  Navy 
Air  . Corps  for  three  years,  Ted  didn’t  lead  the  league  in  hitting, 
nor  in  homers;  but,  get  this,  he  finally  was  “in”.  Because  the 
Sox  won  the  pennant  that  year,  he  was  chosen  as  “the”  player. 

It  must’ve  broken  the  writer’s  hearts.  In  ’47  Ted  once  again  won 
the  triple  crown;  however,  the  Yanks  won  the  flag  and  Dimag. 
once  again  garnered  the  award.  In  1948  he  was  out  again,  losing 
to  Lou  Boudreau. 

We  simply  can’t  understand  why  he  won  this  year — all  he  did  was 
hit  .342,  smash  43  homers  and  bat  in  155  rims,  and  the  Boston  Red  Sox 
didn’t  win  the  pennant.  Do  you  suppose  sports  writers  have  a little 
justice  in  their  hearts  after  all  ?

Talboom  and  Jones 
lead  ‘Six’  scorers 
in  tight  finish 

The  Skyline  Six  scoring  steeple- 
chase was  almost  a carbon  copy  of 
the  race  for  the  team  crown  as  the 
eastern  members  of  the  conference 
again  dominated  the  event.  Finally, 
the  title  went  to  Wyoming’s  brill- 
iant tailback,  Eddie  Talboom. 

The  race  was  a four-way  affair 
between  Talboom,  teammate  Sonny 
Jones,  Frank  Faucett  of  Colorado 
A & M,  and  Hal  Pfeiffer,  Denver’s 
hard-running  back.  Jones  won  the 
touchdown  crown,  crossing  the 
double  marker  12  times. 

Talboom’s  total  of  79  points  was 
far  off  the  conference  record  of  122 
points  tallied  by  Whizzer  White  of 
Colorado  in  1937.  It  also  fell  short 
of  his  last  year’s  championship  ag- 
gregate of  94  points. 

Jones’  12  TD’s  was  four  off  the 
record  of  16,  also  made  by  White 
in  1937.  Runnerup  in  this  division 
was  Pfeiffer,  who  scored  11. 

Talboom  had  the  most  extra 
points,  booting  31.  Faucett,  the 
Colorado  Rams’  field  general,  had 
25,  and  Bob  Gruenler  of  Denver 
booted  22. 

Gruenler’s  22  one-pointers  paced 
the  loop’s  linesmen  in  scoring.  Den- 
ver’s star  pass-receiving  ends,  Gor- 
don Cooper  and  Mike  Peterson,  each 
tallied  three  times  for  18  markers. 

Talbodm  also  led  in  scoring  in 
league  play.  His  total  here  was  32. 
He  barely  nosed  out  Faucett,  who 
had  31,  or  should  we  say  he  out- 
extra  pointed  him. 

Bob  Matthews  of  Utah  led  state 
scorers  with  36  points.  Van  Noy  of 
Utah  State  and  Roller  of  BYU  had 
24  points  apiece  to  lead  their  res- 
pective schools.

BYU’s  Cougars  will  tra.vel  to  Pocatello  this  weekend  to 
open  their  1949-50  basketball  season.  Coach  Stan  Watts  has 
announced  that  14  men  will  make  the  trip  to  the  Potato  State, 
where  the  Cats  will  play  Idaho  State  Friday  and  Saturday 
nights. 

Included  among  these  14  are  Joe  Nelson,  Roland  Minson, 
D.  Ray  Fullmer,  Vem  Whatcott,  Lavon  Satterfield,  and  Wayne 
Cottle,  forwards;  Mel  Hutchins,  Ivan  Beem  and  Russ  Hillman, 
centers;  and  Jack  Whipple,  Jerry 
Romney,  Bob  Craig,  Dick  Jones  and 
Byron  Toone,  guards. 

The  squad  was  reduced  by  two 
after  the  intra-squad  scrimmage  last 
Saturday  night.  The  final  cut  will 
be  made  after  the  Bengal  game. 

The  Cougar  squad  includes  nine 
of  last  year's  team  members  as  well 
as  five  newcomers.  Heading  the  list 
of  returnees  are  the  Cats’  twin  ter- 
ors,  Nelson  and  Minson.  They  ran 
one-two  in  the  scoring  last  year.  / 

Joe  hit  for  529  points  in  34  games 
an  average  of  15.5  per.  Minny,  who 
started  the  season  at  guard,  then 
was  switched  to  forward  to  take 
advantage  of  his  dead  .eye,  tallied 
371  points,  avraging  10.8. 

D.  Ray  Fullmer,  Cougar  spark-

only  hit  20  points. 

Foremost  among-  the  newcomers 
is  Mel  Hutchins,  BYU’s  prodigal  son. 

Mel  is  an  improved  player  after  a 
season  with  20th  Century  Fox’  AAU 
outfit.  Also  expected  to  do  big 
things  is  Jerry  Romney,  who  was 
inactive  last  year. 

Other  players  are  Wayne  Cottle, 

Weber  College  transfer  and  leading 
scorer  last  year,  and  two  of  last 
year’s  frosh,  Lavon  Satterfield  and 
Byron  “Tiny”  Toone. 

The  addition  of  Hutchins  (6’  5’ 
and  Romney  (6’  2”),  two  boys  who 
can  really  get  off  their  feet,  should 
greatly  aid  the  Cougar’s  backboard 
work,  a department  in  which  they 
were  weak  last  year. 

Since  the  season  is  barely  be- 
ginning, not  too  much  is  know  a- 
bout  the  Idaho  State  Bengals.  The 
Bengals  had  a 10  won  17  Jpst  rec- 
ord last  year.  Included  among  then- 
setbacks  were  two  losses  to  BYU, 
by  scores  of  43-58  and  46-52. 

Leading  scorer  A1  Kirlin  is  back 
with  the  Bengals  this  year.  He  av- 
eraged 14.1  per  game  last  year 
while  racking  up  a total  of  381 
points.  He’s  a big  burly  boy  stand- 
ing 6’  3”  and  weighing  203  pounds. 

His  high  last  season  was  28,  again-
